If. the success of a book ware to bo 
gauged solely by its sale then Things Chi- 
nese has heen a great success, It seoms } 
only the other day siuce it was issued, 
and yet, so much has it heon appreciated 
by the public, the.author has found 
it necessary already to issue a second 
edition, The opportunity has boon teken 
by Mr Ball of revising the whole book and 
of inserting wey articles.” No leas than 
nineteen new articles have bson added, the 
took has bocn i crossed by seventy-eight 
pages, and thero is scarcely an article 
which haa not undergone omendstion and 
nddition to bring itup to.date.

Con~ 
tribution ; a load. having become: necestary 
to mect the cost of public works, besides 
the adoption of stringent ecouomice in the 
public servioes- Tho China Ansopiation 
having beon formed in London for the fure 
therance of British interests in the Far 
Enst, it was’ felt to bo desirable that we 
shonld be in communication with @ bedy 
similarly representing British interests ab, 
the principal Treaty Porte aud Hongkong. 
Representations to the Foreign Office would
